hoad Improvement In Cuba. 

One of the beneficial results of the 
American <><■. opatfou of Cuba has been 
the establishment of an adequate sys- 
tem of n.ads and the beginning of 
construction. These roads are built 
primarily fur the marketing of rrops, 
but they are used extensively by au- 
tomobiles as well. They are made uni- 
formly thirty-four feet wide, with six- 
teen feet of macadam In the center.

Bills For Better Roads

Mr. Dunn estimated 
that the cost of sprinkling the area 
oiled last summer would have been 
Sk!.'J07.32. The expense of oiling 
this area was $10,071.44. The direct 
saving In using oil was S5.538.88, or 34 
per cent. The indirect benefit follow- 
ed In a marked saving In the cost of 
maintaining the boulevards and the 
uniform excellence of their condition. 

Good roads naturally are a rural 
problem. In the cities no progress can 
be made unless the thoroughfares used 
for business and pleasure are paved 
and maintained In good condition. 
Country towns are concerned as much 
with good roads as are the farmers 
who use them. In country towns busi- 
ness practically is at a standstill in 
rainy seasons. Bad roads keep the 
farmers at home. If the farmer bad > 
fit thoroughfare to the village he could 
do his trading on days when he could 
do no tasks In the fields. It Is far 
more desirable that the farmer should 
visit bis nearest town in the rainy 
season than at any other time, as the 
commodities he has to sell command 
the highest prices when rain keeps him 
at home. 

The regents of the Kansas State Ag- 
ricultural college were among tho first 
of the governors of agricultural col- 
leges In the L'nlted States to realize 
the vital concern which good roads are 
to farmers. Not only was there tho 
feature of poor roads following ruin, 
but there was the every day feature 
Of nits, pools and poor roadbed gen- 
erally. 

The voiles* board of regents named 
Albert Dickons to take charge of ex- 
perimental road work In Kausas. Mr. 
Dickens selected one-fourth of a mile 
of road west of the reformatory at 
Hutchinson to use In the first experi- 
ment. He reported upon the test as 
follows:

One reason for building the road In the 
fall waa to note the effect of freezlm;

Mr. Dickens ended the report by 
saying that the road Is In good condi- 
tion. Under his direction roads also 
were built near the Agricultural col- 
lege In blnek loam; at Maple Hill, lu 
the Mill creek valley, In soil known as 
"gumbo;" at Garden City, In "as bad 
a stretch of road as can be found any- 
where," being of sand, which absorbed 
the oil lu places to a depth of sixteen 
inches, and the race track at Man- 
hattan, which was said to have been 
Improved so much that a widely 
known trnluer of horses, C. B. Mi- 
chael, terms It a "llrst class tratnlng 
track." 

The cost of the roads varied from 
$525 to Sle'lOO n mile, Mr. Dickens re- 
ported. The average cost of a road 
eighteen feet wide, three miles from 
the railroad delivering the oil, la 
placed by Mr. DU Ueiis at SO0 
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st for tin

use uf oil as n binder for dirt and mac- 
adam roads the farmers virtually may 
have asphalt roads past their homes, 
declare advocates of this method of 
road construction.— Kansas City Star.

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The Price Of Wheat. 

It has never been possible for specu- 
lators to affect for a long time the price 
of any commodity of general produc- 
n and consumption. The excitement 
the wheat-market a few weeks ago, 
accompanied as it was by a rise in the 
price and also by a fall, is no exception 
1 the general rule. 

In the long run, the price of any ar- 
ticle is governed by the amount of it in 
the market and by the demand for it. 
This simple elementary law of econo- 
pplies universally. It applies 
when two millionaires bid against each 
other for the possession of a painting. 
The man who is willing to pay the most 
gets it. As to wheat, when the price 
gets beyond the ability of the poor to 
pay, they buy corn or something else, 
on that. Yet of course there 
ary artificial tampering with 
an effort to get a "corner" on 
the crop. No one defends the practise. 
The wheat situation, however, de- 
rves serious attention of the country, 
for unless there is an increase of pro- 
duction, the price will be permanently 
higher than it is now. In 1880, less 
than thirty years ago, the United 
States produced ten bushels of wheat 
very person in the country. Last 
it produced only seven and a half 
bushels. Production is not keeping 
pace with population. The amount 
available for export is falling off rapidly 
at the same time that the demand from 
abroad is becoming more urgent. 

There is only one possible result, and 
that is an increase in the price, Thia 
ndesirable outcome can be prevented 
only by planting more acres of wheat, 
by making those acres already de- 
voted to the crop yield more. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has 
frequently called attention to the fail- 
ure of farming to keep pace with the 
expansion of population, and to the 
prospect of an increase in the prosper- 
ity of the farmers through high prices 
for their crops so long as this condition 
prevails.— Youth's Companion.
